For example, when a letter is 
enclosed within a parcel post 
package, he should mark on the 
outside wrapper of the páckage 
“First Class Mail Enclosed”. 

In such a case, he will pay 
the parcel post postage plus 
the cost for the enclosure. If 
the parcel costs 20 cents and 
the letter weighs an ounce, or 
less he will thus pay a ul ot 
23 cents. 

There are no forms and no 
red tape of any kind connected 
with Combination Mail, Mr. 
Stans pointed out. 

However, where mail of two 
different classes are sent to- 
gether and the proper postage 
is not paid as provided by Com- 
bination Mail, the entire pack-, 
age becomes subject to a higher 
postage rate. For example, in

Water Areas In Parks 
Regulated By County 


By the Christmas week end 
a new set of regulations for 
boating, swimming and water 
skiing will be in force in Palm 
Beach County's park areas. 

The new regulations which 
amend the previous park regu- 
lations were recently adopted 
by the county commission and 
will become effective Dec. 21, 
according to Jack Goss, county 
park superintendent. 

The new rulings set aside five 
areas in John Prince Memorial 
Park which can be used for 
bathing and swimming, and will 
be marked by erection of signs 
and installation of life lines. 

The boating section provides 
that boat operators will be held 
responsible for their own wake 
and liable for damage; establish 
a general counter cloekwise traf- 
fic pattern for boats on Lake 
Osborne; motor'boats shall be 
muffled; no boats to operate on 
park waters before 8 a. m. on 
Sunday; boats will carry life 
preserver for each person 
aboard; prohibits the use of air- 
boats in John Prince Memorial 
Park without special permis- 
sion of the county board; pro- 
vides for authority for staging 
special events fof the benefit 
of the public. 5

While the Washingtori infor- 
mation covers postal operations 
on the national basis, the local 
postmaster said he -hopes to 
supplement. this service with. 
simalr periodic announcements 
on the local situation, so that 
it may be developed as one of 
the useful criteria of business 
activity and general economy 
in this community. 


Meanwhile, in his report on

national operations and receipts, 
Mr. Stans noted postal receipts 
for all 37,449 post offices in 
the nation, including the local 
office, for the period between 
June 30 and October 19, were

of the last fiscal year, repre-| 
senting a 5.8 per cent-boost. 
This^said Mr. Farnall, falls
